AIRPLANE PRODUCTION. 
1,606 FOR FIRST HALF, 
SLIGHTLY UNDER 1930 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.— Air- 


planes manufactured in the 
United States during the first six 
months of 1931 totaled 1,606, of which 
1,069 were for civil use, according to 
@ report prepared by the aeronautics 
branch of the Department of Com- 
merce and made public today. 

The volume of production was 
slightly less in the first half of 1931 
than in the corresponding half of 
1930. Between January 1 and June 
30, 1930, the number of airplanes 
produced was 1.684, of which 1,177 
were for domestic civil use. 

The 1,069 airplanes built for civil 
use in this country during the period 
January 1 to June 30, 1931, included 
750 monoplanes, 277 biplanes, 40 au- 
togiros, 2 helicopters. Of the mono- 
planes, the majority were landplanes 
of the one or two place open cockpit 
type. and of the biplanes, the ma- 
jority were either two or three place 
open cockpit landplanes, 

Production of monoplanes_ in- 
creased 33 per cent. in the first half 
of 1931 over the first half of 1930, 
while production of biplanes was 54 
per cent. less in the first half of this 
year than in the first half of last 
yeal 

Of the airplanes produced from 
January 1 to June 30, 1931. the 
total of 1,606 was divided as follows: 
1,069 for civil 480 for military 
delivery and 57, including civil and 
military, for delivery to purchasers 
in foreign countries 

[The production is based on a 
record of Department of Commerce 
licenses, identification marks issued 
for unlicensed airplanes, and re- 
ports as to military and export 
production f aircraft manufac-

30. There is a possibility, however, 
that there still may be a few air- 
craft manufactured within that 
period for which licenses or identifi- 
cation marks have not yet been 
sought. 

Records of the Aeronautics Branch 
show that the 1,069 airplanes manu- 
factured for domestic civil use were 
built by 197 companies or individ- 
uals Forty-three manufacturers 
built 786 of these airplanes under 
99 approved type certificates. Nine- 
teen airplanes were approved for 
licenses in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Group 2 which has been 
established for aircraft that are 
manufactured in limited numbers, 
and which provides for approval 
without approved type certificates. 

The 197 companies or individuals 
who manufactured planes during 
the six months period included two 
companies which manufactured 100 
or more planes each; two which 
built between 50 and 100; five which 
built between 25 and 50; nine which 
built between 10 and 24; and twenty- 
nine which built between 2 and 9. 
There were 150 companies or in- 
dividuals who manufactured only 
1 airplane each
